Memphis, Tenn., March 
17.—The

north of here, is responsible for the 
fall at Memphis.

river, which broke over Bougere le- 
vee in the lower part of Goncordia 
parish, has swept away three-miles 
of the fifteen feet embankment of the 
Texas and Pacific railway and the 
southern portion of the Bougere levee 
has caved in for over a mile. A tre- 
mendous volume of water is pouring

guilty. His foreman in the Walter's 
bakery was called to testify to the 
man's industry and good character 
and his attorney, J. B. Harper, sta> 
ed that the man, was densely igno- 
rant and was not aware that he was 
violating the law when he married 
a second wife after a separation of a 
number of years from the first on», 
although not divorced. He also stat- 
ed that Kaufmann 
had regularly

obligation so to do; this statement 
was verified by wife No. 1, who was 
in court. 
Judge O'Bourke in pass- 


ing sentence said that he took into 
account the ignorance of the prisoner, 
who was a man of scarcely any ap- 
parent intelligence and on questions 
of law was doubtless densely igno- 
rant.
